Judy Wallace Puts Poetry to Music

It would only seem natural that Mattapoisett's 
resident blues talent and Library Director Judy Wallace 
might one day collaborate with a renowned poet like 
Michael Mulvihill. In fact, this happy marriage of Ms. 
Wallace's two great passions — words and music — has 
resulted in Cape Blues, a vibrant collection of 13 tracks 
which marks her welcomed follow-up to 2001 's Bringin It 
Back Again. 

The latest CD from the Judy Wallace Group, 
produced by husband David Gries and recorded in their 
Mattapoisett home studio, didn't begin life as a Wallace- 
Mulvihill project, per se, but Ms. Wallace said it eventu- 
ally evolved into a "putting poetry to music'' effort. 

"Actually the concept started when we visited 
(Mr. Mulvihill) for Thanksgiving (in 2003)," Ms. Wallace 
said. "He originally showed me some lyrics he had 
written ... (and) when I was down there (again) last 
Thanksgiving, I asked him for the lyrics." 

Having previously written her own lyrics to 
accompany her music and arrangements, Ms. Wallace 
wasn't sure how the collaboration would work. But being 
a fan of Mr. Mulvihill's writing, she was eager to find out. 

"I read one of his poems at my wedding and 
really liked it," she said. "He's gotten letters of praise 
from some serious poets (and) he read at the second

mails back and forth with suggestions and revisions. 
What began as an idea for a couple of Wallace-Mulvihill 
compositions turned into a full 13-song collection. 

"It's the first time he's had anybody put his lyrics 
to music (and) he's pretty excited about it," Ms. Wallace 
said. "Originally we hadn't planned on doing a whole 
album of his songs, but it just fell into place." 

Indeed, the melding of Mr. Mulvihill's poetic 
lyrics and Ms. Wallace's driving sense of old-style blues 
make Cape Blues an even stronger session than Bringin It 
Back Again, which Ms. Wallace confessed was done during 
a period after her successful cancer treatment when she 
"wanted to record everything she'd ever written." As 
such. Cape Blues is more of a focused, thematic work, with 
songs that both contrast and complement each other well. 

"There's a lot of ocean and water imagery in these 
songs," Ms. Wallace said, pointing out the scenic cover 
photograph taken by her husband at Westport's 
Horseneck Beach. "Everyone seems to respond to the 
(cover) photo on this CD. I'm very happy with it." 

Oddly enough, despite hailing from Virginia, it 
was Mr. Mulvihill's suggestion to title the album Cape 
Blues, because he wanted people to identify with Ms. 
Wallace's home turf. She likes the more generic use of 
"Cape Blues" as opposed to "Cape Cod Blues" so people 
anywhere can readily identify with it. 

Standout tracks on the CD include "Red Rooster 
Blues," "Lost in the Water," "Rita Mae," and, my personal

favorite, "Devil Blues/' which is in the finest tradition of 
Bonnie Raitt's electric-guitar blues. Throughout the 
album, Wallace's voice is strong and her guitar and harp 
work are impeccable. Having dabbled with other musical 
styles on her previous CD, it's refreshing to hear her find 
her voice this time out, both literally and figuratively. 
Without a doubt. Cape Blues proves Ms. Wallace's forte is 
deep-down, heartfelt blues.

men was called to order on Tuesday, January 4, 2005 at 
6:30 pm by Chairman David Pierce. Also present were 
Selectman Andrew Jeffrey, Selectman Jonathan Henry, 
Town Administrator John F. Dolan Jr., and Secretary 
Helene Craver.

After a moment of silence for the recent tsunami 
victims in Thailand and Asia, Selectman Jeffrey intro- 
duced Attorney William Solomon, who was the negotiator 
between both Marion and Mattapoisett and Comcast 
Cable in the recent contract renewal process. At last 
month's Tri-Town Selectmen's meeting, the board voted 
to enter into a 10-year agreement with Comcast Cable and 
Mr. Solomon was present to finalize the action. 

'1 can proudly say it's an excellent license for the 
towns of Marion, Mattapoisett and Rochester," Mr. 
Solomon said. ''We have here four original (copies) of the 
license. Not including Rochester, the value of this license 
is over $2 million over 10 years. Together with Rochester, 
the operational value will approach $200,000 annually." 

Mr. Solomon noted this money will be used to 
fund and operate the so-called Public, Education and 
Government (PEG) Access Studio to be housed at ORR 
High School. 

"You no longer have the corner store where you 
get your information (so) access TV serves that purpose," 
Mr. Solomon said. "I look forward to the day when access 
will help you with communication to your residents." 

In addition to funding the PEG Access operation 
at ORR, Mr. Solomon proudly noted that Marion cable 
subscribers will be given a first-time senior citizen dis- 
count. 

"The town will, for the first time, have a senior 
discount for residents aged 65 and older," Mr. Solomon

Rabbit Diet 

My pet rabbit is getting fat. I feed her pellets and occasional lettuce. 
An all pellet diet is not healthy for rabbits. It promotes obesity, 
overgrown teeth, diarrhea, and the formation of hairballs in the 
stomach. 

What should I feed my rabbit? 

Pet rabbits need high amounts of fiber. This is best supplied by a 
diet of timothy bay and other grass hays. Avoid alfalfa as it has too 
much calcium and protein. The rabbit should be fed as much of this 
hay as she wants. 
]Nhat about lettuce? 

Romaine and other leaf lettuces are OK but iceberg lettuce has no 
nutritional value. Try feeding your rabbit other green vegetables 
but introduce them gradually. Give the rabbit a small piece of a 
vegetable such as brocolli. You can double the amount given on 
each subsequent day. This allows the bacteria in the rabbits 
intestine to acclimate to the new food. Overfeeding a new food can 
cause diarrhea and even death. 
Are there other foods to avoid? 

Avoid starchy foods such as oats, cheerios, potatoes, and most 
other foods that we like. Stick with hay, vegetable that are slowly 
introduced and some pellets.

get a more highly developed expectation of what the 
future will hold with regard to the fireworks (celebration).

Town Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first met briefly with Susan Peterson, 
their representative to the Southeast Regional Planning 
and Economic Development District (SRPEDD), to discuss 
a couple of concerns. First, Ms. Peterson wanted to know 
if the town would be interested in assistance from 
SRPEDD relative to the ongoing and controversial use of 
baseball fields after reading recent press reports on the 
issue. 

"(I read) the number of kids using the baseball 
field went from 200 to 270 kids in one year,'' she said. 
"Maybe it would be worthwhile if we could get SRPEDD 
to work with the (Park Commission) to do a long-term 
plan for all the parks in town and how they can be 
allocated ... just to have a plan in place. Right now it 
seems we're being reactive instead of (proactive)." 

Chairman Laboa suggested Ms. Peterson meet 
with the Park Commission to discuss this issue, since they 
are responsible for the scheduling and usage of town 
parks. 

"The other is a personal gripe of mine: the post 
office," Ms. Peterson said. "It's so poorly designed ... 
(and) I know it's privately owned with a lease from the 
federal government, but (SRPEDD) has been working 
with local post offices in the area (to redesign) parking 
areas. We've had some fender-benders in the parking lot. 
Maybe we can just suggest a more rationale way to use

that space. We've got 20 hours of service allocated from 
SRPEDD, let's use it/' 

Selectman Nunes suggested another possible use 
of SRPEDD resources would be to assist the town in 
updating its Master Plan, which is due for revision.

Howard's

The Aviator, Starring Leonardo DiCaprio and Gate 
Blanchett. Directed by Martin Scorsese. Running 
time: 169 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Some directors are drawn to obsessive heroes who sink every- 
thing into their dreams or goals; the heroes are usually onscreen 
surrogates for the directors. Steven Spielberg had Schindler's List, 
Francis Coppola had Tucker: The Man and His Dream, Michael 
Cimino hungered for years to make a movie version of The Fountain- 
head. Martin Scorsese's The Aviator fits snugly into this category. 
Scorsese, perhaps cinema's greatest living obsessive-compulsive 
director now that Stanley Kubrick is dead, is a natural match for 
Howard Hughes, the billionaire crackpot and /or visionary (de- 
pending on your view). Hughes lived every filmmaker's dream, 
pouring unprecedented thousands of his own cash into the flying 
epic HelVs Angels, escorting ladies like Ava Gardner and Katharine 
Hepburn to premieres, and focusing relentlessly on his fantasy — 
to build the best airplanes ever — even when everyone else thinks 
he's nuts. 

Leonardo DiCaprio seems to have become for Scorsese what 
Tom Hanks has become for Spielberg — a go-to guy for dependable 
charisma (DiCaprio is signed on for Scorsese's next film as well). As 
Howard Hughes, DiCaprio is allowed to hit far more notes than he 
did as the sullen lead in Scorsese's Gangs of New York. His Howard 
is a go-getter, a man who responds to a roadblock by throwing 
money at it. Yet all his riches can't insulate him from his inner 
demons — his terror of germs, instilled in him (or so John Logan's 
script has it) by his mother. Gradually over the course of the movie's 
two hours and forty-nine minutes (which streak by until the some- 
what talky finale), DiCaprio shows us the dark side of obsessive- 
ness, the habitual hand-washing, the jars of urine lined up neatly. 

This is a jittery epic, always on tne move; its energy matches 
Howard's, and when he meets Katharine Hepburn we can see why 
they click so well and why they don't last together — Gate Blanchett 
nails Hepburn's haughty nervous energy, which we see is a cover 
for her insecurity around her pompously intellectual Connecticut 
family. (You can also understand why she eventually gave her 
heart to the gruff, amiable pillow Spencer Tracy, who was able to 
calm her down.) The movie's Howard loves to achieve, but dislikes 
the limelight; he'd much rather be up in the cockpit of one of his 




planes, breaking a speed record or cranking his own camera during 
the shooting of a dogfight scene inHelVs Angels. Scorsese's admira- 
tion for Hughes is palpable — here's a guy who got up in a plane and 
shot his own footage for the picture he was producing. 

The Aviator bogs down a bit when it gets into the conflict 
between Hughes' TWA and the rival Pan Am, run by a pipe-puffing 
Alec Baldwin with devious senator Alan Alda in his pocket. Howard 
is crucified in the press for spending wartime money on planes that 
wouldn't fly, leading to a rather dry hearing in which Howard 
practically produces a pie chart and pointer to defend himself. The 
movie's populist theme is that the corrupt rich guys are trying to 
stomp the little guy — some little guy! Hughes was a millionaire at 
age eighteen, inheriting his father's oil drill company that afforded 
him $2 million a year. We don't really care whether Howard's name 
is smeared in the papers; we care more about whether he can beat 
down his germopnobia long enough to make himself presentable. 
In short, his inner conflict is a lot more compelling than two guys 
being mean to him. 

This is Scorsese's most engaged and engaging filmmaking in 
a while; it feels like an epic without strain. As soon as the first 
nightclub scene hits the screen, you know Scorsese is in an en- 
chanted milieu — big-band music, movie stars milling about (Jude 
Law contributes a fun few minutes as Errol Flynn, who of course 
gets into a fight). The Aviator is a tribute to Hollywood and an 
outsider who wanted to be part of it, but whose vision was grander 
than Hollywood. It ends on a note of triumph, ignoring Hughes' 
final hermetic decades (Jonathan Demme's Melvin and Howard, in 
which Hughes turns up in the desert and leaves millions of dollars 
to a gas-station owner, would be a good follow-up to The Aviator). 
But Scorsese has made the movie he wanted, about the hero whose 
story he wanted to tell.

■-r NEW GOLDEN AGE 



I consider myself something of a serious film fanatic, 
but I know someone whose cinematic knowledge and sheer 
passion for movies easily surpasses my own. Thankfully, 
he's also a gifted and talented writer, a good friend, and 
for the better part of the last decade he's been our resident 
movie critic here at The Wanderer. 

Now, at long last, Rob Gonsalves can also add "pub- 
lished author" to his growing list of credits with the re- 
lease of his first volume of collected reviews: The New 
Golden Age: Movies 1995-1999 (628 pages, $24.95). The 
book is the first of three planned volumes intended to 
amass all of his printed reviews since he began as a fledg- 
ling film critic at Fairhaven High School. 

'T started writing (movie) reviews ... when I was 16," 
the lifelong Fairhaven native explained, adding he was first 
published in The Spray, the high school newspaper. "I think 
my first review was David Cronenberg's The Fly in 1986." 

It was later at Southeastern Massachusetts University 
(now UMass Dartmouth) that I first met Rob in my capac- 
ity as News Editor and then Editor-in-Chief of The Torch, 
for which Rob served as both regular film critic and Arts 
& Entertainment Editor. Naturally, when it came time to 
spice up the pages of The Wanderer with some colorful 
movie reviews, Rob was my first and only choice for the 
task, and his weekly contributions have garnered a great 
deal of praise and attention over the years. 

And I should know. 

Because I also write a weekly column and sometimes 
chime in with music or video reviews in this space, I often 
get mistaken for Rob when Fm out and about in the tri- 
town area ... but Fm only too happy to pass along the words 
of encouragement I receive on his behalf. 

I think many of those same well-wishers and fans of 
Rob's unique voice and cinematic perspective will really 
enjoy The New Golden Age, a hefty and dense tome of 600- 
plus-pages boasting some 331 reviews written during a 
five-year period. 

"I wanted to have all my reviews collected within a 
nice, neat volume," Mr. Gonsalves said. "I initially wanted 
to do a collection of all my reviews, but then it would have 
been over 900 pages ... so I decided to split them up." 

Like similar critical collections from Pauline Kael and 
Roger Ebert — two of the author's admitted influences — 
Rob hopes The New Golden Age will better define some of 
the ongoing trends in movie-making and also allow people 
to witness the progress (for better or worse) of a given star 
or director. 

"Sometimes (even) bad movies reflect certain trends 
and patterns," he said. "The book is arranged chronologi- 
cally, so you can see the progression of certain people's 
careers. For example, there's Steve Martin (slumming) in 
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Sgt. Bilko, but later 
you have him in 
Bowfinger and see he's 
back on track." 

Rob said he's al- 
ready begun work on 
the follow-up volume 
which will cover re- 
views published be- 
tween 2000 and 2004. 
Later, he also intends 
to revisit and revise 
his earlier reviews for 
a third volume de- 
voted to the 1990-1994 
period. 

This initial book 
offers the benefit of 
grouped headings un- 
der which the writer has collected similarly-themed mov- 
ies throughout, so you can either opt to read the reviews 
in chronological order or skip to a specific film or theme 
via the table of contents. 

"Pauline Kael ... had the same way of grouping films 
under one heading," Mr. Gonsalves explained. 

Although this book and subsequent volumes aren't 
meant to be definitive "yearbooks" of all the feature films 
released during a given period, they read more like one 
film fan's diary of notes and observations. 

"There are going to be some omissions, because you 
can't see everything," Mr. Gonsalves said. "If you want 
complete, there's always the Leonard Maltin books. But 
these (collections) are most of the reviews (published) since 
Fve been writing for The Wanderer." 

Having known Rob for nearly 17 years now, I knew it 
was only a matter of time before I saw his name embla- 
zoned on a book cover or, better yet, glaring from a movie 
screen. (Frankly, Fm still holding out hope for the latter 
having read some of his unproduced screenplays.) But until 
then I'm only too happy and proud to thumb through The 
New Golden Age, a book that boasts equal servings of "the 
usual dumb cheeseburgers" and "surprise, exotic dishes," 
according to the author's introduction. 

Either way, I know you'll find some tasty fare within.
